DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed July 17, 2007 for the above 
identified patent application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 and 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Japanese Reference 2004-254801 (JP '801) in view of US Patent 6,352,367 (US 
'367). 

JP '801 teaches a linear guide device (Fig. 7) having a slider guided by a guide 
rail, a plurality of recirculating balls are disposed between the carriage and the 
guide rail, the balls having a coating of solid lubricant, such as a ceramic material 
or a rigid carbon film. JP '801 does not appear to teach separating elements 
being positioned between the balls, however it was notoriously known in the art 
to provide separating elements as claimed. For example, US '367 teaches using 
separators between rolling elements. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide the linear 
device of JP '801 with separators between the rolling elements, as taught by US 
'367, motivation being to reduce noise and friction between the balls.
